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Response to Arguments 



1 . In response to applicant's argument that the applicant's goal is to maintain a 
certain humidity for the cathode chamber to hydrate the membrane, the fact that 
applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following 
the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences 
would othenwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & 
Inter. 1985), 

2. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there Is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the suggestion to 
combine which is to minutely adjust the air system to compensate for those undesirable 
changes in the efficiency of the fluid supply apparatus, is found in the Barber reference 
in column 3, lines 26-31). 



3. The applicant also argues that Bostaph and Barber taken alone or in combination 
do not teach or suggest an adjustable component at least a portion of which is disposed 
within the cathode chamber. The examiner notes that Bostaph as modified by Barber 
would result in the variable valve timing being disposed in the cathode chamber since it
